Further, keep abreast current 
events, teachers should read the daily 
paper for local news and news magazine 
for national and international events. For 
the latter, America, Time, and Newsweek 
are good.

Often points out dangers 
and fallacies proposed legislation 
educational matters which would un- 
known overlooked the average lay 
person. Time and Newsweek report im- 
personally and tersely the high lights 
world news. 


Experience Through Reading 

Reading gives vicarious experience. 
Even other factors were favorable, life 
too short and the religious life too cir- 
cumscribed all the things and see all 
the places which could profit.

What Fiction 

And what fiction? Does fiction only 
clutter the mind and make for distraction? 
Not necessarily. And neglect fiction 
neglect fruitful source understand- 
ing young people. Characters 
situations which these characters are 
placed and their reaction these situations 
are bits mosaic which build the readers’ 
ideals just much the larger blocks 
formal instruction. Robert Louis Steven- 
son wrote, “The most influential books 
and the truest their influence are works 
fiction.

How can hope direct even the 
required reading our students 
ourselves not read? student asks, “Is 
this book O.K. for report?” 
give him intelligent answer unless 
familiar with that book one that 
type, unless know the author others 
his field. 

Some will scoff, “That’s all nonsense. 
Teach them love God and keep His 
commandments and you’ve 
duty.” Quite true. That achievement 
the one and only objective our Catholic 
schools.

Our introduction the use the book 
report tests place the traditional 
book reports dates back about four years. 
The primary problems that had 
overcome before their adoption were the 
method administrating them, the source 
funds defray the cost, and what 
specific book report tests buy. 

The method administering the book 
report test with which were acquainted 
was that which the librarian acted 
administrator for the English teachers.

The Testing 

When the student had completed his 
reading, went the room the teacher 
who administered the program 
his test. The time spent the teacher 
giving and correcting these tests was the 
period before the home-room hour and 
few minutes each day after school. The 
teacher administering the tests never al- 
lowed more than five minutes for student 
complete his test. This was found 


sufficient time for anyone read the 
test and write the letter the correct 
answer answer sheet provided 
the teacher. was felt that additional 
time merely encouraged the possibility 
dishonesty. Once the tests were corrected, 
the test results were returned the 
dent’s English teacher. The score the 
test was made known the student, but 
the answer sheet was never given back 
for obvious reasons.

The English teachers varied their use 
the program, but their variations were 
two general types. One method con- 
sisted assigning the students date 
which they were secure book from 
the library for book report. the 
given day these selections were recorded 
index card which the teacher 
kept for his record. definite date was 
then given the students for the com- 
pletion their reading and the taking 
the book report test.

Since the 
faculty member who administered the pro- 
gram did the correcting, the individual 
teacher’s only job was post the results 
and record the grade. The teachers also 
found that the book report test method 
helped raise the reading levels the stu- 
dents encouraging them reading 
over and above that required. Another 
and important advantage this age 
part-time jobs was that the book report 
test allowed more time for the student’s 
other subjects, and thus eliminated the 
complaint that English required too much 
his time. Lastly, and perhaps most 
important, most the students really 
like the system and expressed their like 
it.

Another objection frequently lowered 
against the book-report-test system that 
encourages dishonesty. admit that 
few cases dishonesty were found, but 
surely every teacher has felt that written 
book report was not the work the 
student who signed his name it.

When 
was found that student had been 
dishonest test, was easily corrected 
retyping the test and changing the 
lettering questions. Any further at- 
tempts dishonesty this particular 
test could spotted immediately. 

Some have maintained that the reading 
the students too limited the book- 
report-test system. This probably the 
most unfounded objection that could possi- 
bly raised against the use the book 
report tests. The variety tests avail- 
able covers almost any type reading 
matter the English teacher could want 
from high school students. may that 
the particular situation limited, but the 
field the book report tests certainly 
broad enough meet ordinary demands. 
the other hand feel that every 
book every author, need not 
represented book report test, for 
have contended that student 
encouraged the use the book report 
tests reading over and above that re- 
quired, and have found this true. 
list all the books the library deal- 


ing with the sea, for example, which have 
book report test available, has enticed 
boys read particular book because 
they liked sea stories.

over and over the book-report-test sys- 
tem also pointed out some 
This assumes that the teacher has not 
taken any precaution prevent such 
thing which certainly not limited the 
book report tests. was found expedient 
have the English teachers keep list- 
ing the outside reading done the 
boys over the four years high school. 
These listings were put into permanent 
record the end the year the 
members the English department and 
made available for teachers the coming 
school year. Another thing that the junior 
English teacher found advisable was 
have required readings well number 
readings which the students chose. 

One important fear boldly de- 
nounced that cost. cheap, but 
serviceable, filing cabinet can obtained 
for less than twenty-five dollars. The 
tests themselves vary little cost, but 
one could get good start with less than 
twenty-five dollars. Almost any school ad- 
ministrator has funds his disposal which 
would more than willing use 
some project which thinks would 
for the benefit large number the 
students. some cases, the librarian can 
encouraged cover the cost addi- 
tional tests because also his benefit 
have wider selection available. The 
tests Bruce Publishing Company are 
sold series thirty for one dollar.

All this may sound strange people 
who look upon the librarian custodian 
books who never happy when 
all the books are the shelves and neatly 
arranged. those who regard the 
librarian clerk stamp dates 
books and file cards. people who 
think the library has only get books 
ready put the shelves. 

These people would scarcely regard the 
librarian member the teaching 
staff, important the physics teacher, 
the history teacher. Yet the librarian 
teaches just surely any teacher 
the classroom, and his work important. 


The Librarian Talker 

The main job librarian talk. 
student comes the library. re- 
turns copy Pirate Joe and says, 
want another book, just like this one.” 

The librarian goes into action. This 
what was trained do. “So you liked 
the book?” asks encouragingly. 
does not automatically reach for another 
pirate story. Maybe the student liked the 
story because pirates. But maybe 
was just interested sailing. hidden 
treasure. the dog the pirate captain 
owned. The reason why student liked 
book more important than that 
liked it. 

Once the librarian finds the reason 
book liked, tries steer the student 
book just little bit better.

Kerygmatic Spirituality 
for the Heralds Christ

has become fashionable adjective. read 
and hear about kerygmatic theology, kerygmatic renewal 
preaching and religious instruction, and now even kerygmatic 
spirituality. Recently priest visiting Catholic school the 
Philippines, being impressed the religious knowledge the 
kindergarten children, asked their teacher how she taught religion 
these little ones. “Oh Father,’ she answered, use the 
kerygmatic approach.” here was kerygmatic kindergarten. 
Although some the principles the kerygmatic approach 
can and should used teaching beginners, nevertheless the 
kindergarten doesn’t seem the ideal level which 
demonstrate the method. 


The Kerygmatic Approach 
“Kerygmatic” not magic word that will solve our cate- 
chetical problem. Adapted from the Greek word 
meaning “the message herald,” calls attention the 
fact that the teacher religion acts our Lord’s herald 
proclaiming His message salvation. The distinction being 
herald our Lord certainly inspiration our cate- 
chetical apostolate. are really heralds God, our first 
duty through comprehension the “kerygma” (message) 
must proclaim; and then must make generous effort 

communicate this message fully 


Kerygmatic Spirituality 

have intention conducting propaganda for the word 
and still less presenting new method for 
spiritual life; indeed, have more names and methods 
than need. But need deeper understanding our 
apostolic vocation and more harmonious unity our spiritual 
life with our apostolic vecation. This precisely what 
advocate and emphasize the somewhat strange expression 
“kerygmatic more than that form and 
spirit life which must distinguish herald our Lord.

Humble and Joyful Consciousness Our Sublime 
Vocation 

Whoever appointed and sent ecclesiastical superiors 
teach religion ultimately appointed and sent Christ Him- 
self; our Lord’s herald. can say with St. Paul, “On 
behalf Christ, therefore, are acting ambassadors, God, 
were, appealing through us” Cor. 5:20). From the 
viewpoint authority, know that there are great differences 
rank among our Lord’s heralds. Sister would think 
attributing herself the teaching authority bishop. Never- 
theless opposing the Protestant heresy which does not recognize 
hierarchy authority, may run the risk minimizing 
the dignity ordinary herald our Lord, the Sister 
lay teacher. Yet these, too, are indeed Christ’s heralds. 

Would the teaching authority the Pope and the Bishops 
ever really effective without the work these ordinary 
catechists? not Christ them too, continuing His divine 
mission Herald His Father? Especially the United 
States, where Sisters and lay teachers have such important 
share the catechetical apostolate, many young Christians would 
never grasp our Lord’s message members this mighty army 
heralds did not explain them personally. 

vital consciousness their sublime vocation essential 
element the formation enthusiastic heralds Christ. They 
must accept their mission precious undeserved gift and 
sacred responsibility. fact such humble and complete ac-

divine message. This holy consciousness keeps Christ’s herald 
devoted his task, diligent without anxiety, and cheerful with- 
out levity. will prepare his lessons carefully and teach 
successfully. 

Let us, therefore, whose duty form and train future 
catechists, strive impart them appreciation the 
excellence their vocation. Lead them understand the com- 
mission for which they are offering themselves, meditate 
upon it, and enjoy it—all the light Christ. Only 
this light will they get adequate understanding their 
apostolic calling. There real danger that, the process 
formation, may put too much stress particular practices, 
devotions, rules, recommendations and too little the more 
important solid foundation the spiritual life the future 
herald. All these details are necessary just watchmaker 
must have many little wheels, screws, springs, and bearings. 
But what would you think him, after arranging all these 
parts, gives all his attention keeping them clean and 
neglects wind the watch? The catechist gets his inspiration 
from contemplation his great vocation. His concern for details 
must limited proper ordering them the light 
his vocation. Whatever the novitiate does for the future heralds 
Christ, must give them solid spiritual formation teach 
them how renew their spirit the yearly retreat, their 
spiritual exercises, their daily meditations and examination 
conscience. They must accustom themselves winding 
the watch. They must remember that they are not sent just 
general way but are expected manage their full schedule 
today and tomorrow every day. manage all this successfully, 
they must preserve close contact with Him who has sent them. 


Close Personal Contact With Christ 

herald will fulfill his task well, least not for long 
time, without preserving good relations with the master who 
has sent him. Attachment the master makes him careful 
and diligent, constant and daring. Without personal attachment 
our Lord, the teacher will lose zeal and personal interest 
his catechetical apostolate. will great danger 
becoming more and more tired and disappointed; his teaching 
will gradually lose its personal note becoming for him tire- 
some Personal love our Lord, the other hand, 
will keep him eloquent and inventive, zealous practical, 
unwearying and obliging, patient and winning. 

But have still deeper reasons for close personal contact 
with our Lord. are heralds Christ, not earthly 
king. Our King not far away; always with us. While 
herald His message are instruments His hands; while 
proclaim, works and the souls our pupils. 
Only close and continuous collaboration with Him can 
reach our goal. really believe that? Then know what 
kind spirituality need heralds Christ, who 
cannot anything except intimate union with our Master. 
Yes, the cultivation intimate union with Christ faith 
and charity absolutely fundamental the spirituality 

This close personal union with our Lord results our as- 
similation Him. proclaim Christ’s message effectively 
must like Christ and proclaim the message the spirit 
Christ. Just the teaching Christ shows forth the harmonious 
unity His own personality and His message, too, that 


unity doctrine and life essential our work teachers, 
must continue Christ’s work, proclaiming the same message 
proclaimed and proclaiming with Christlike 
Our pupils not have the privilege seeing and hearing 
our Lord Himself and being influenced Christ’s winning 
personality. How much that personality helped his hearers 
understand and esteem His teaching! one the finest 
but also one the most difficult our commissions that 
are sent overcome this disadvantage much 
our own Christlike personality. should able say 
our pupils St. Paul said: “Be imitators 
Certainly shall not deceive ourselves into supposing that 
have fully reached this high ideal; know that are 
still far from its realization; can only approach step 
step but never reach it. May we, therefore, give up? 
means. must least what can; from the very 
beginning our formation, must have view, fully 
accept it, and untiringly pursue it. Our Lord said: 
you have done everything that was commanded you, say ‘We 
are unprofitable servants; have done what was our duty 

Are the requisites for sound education future heralds 
Christ, which are discussing clearly understood and fully 
recognized? Evidently not enough hear occasionally 
beautiful conference our assimilation Christ, and then 
give most our attention countless details method. 
Our strength limited. tax our powers too much 
stress meticulous performance particular actions, 
can expect our attention centered, first all the 
spirit which must more and more shape our lives and assimilate 
our Master? Let consider how Christ Himself formed 
His future heralds. Our humble consciousness the excellence 
our vocation and our personal attachment Christ, culminat- 
ing generous endeavor toward more and more perfect 
assimilation Him, necessarily implies cultivation three 
virtues which characterize the true herald. 


Diligent Cultivation the Specific 

Virtues 

teachers religion, are not much heralds Christ 
heralds with Christ and Christ. are living instruments 
the only great Messenger sent the Father, Jesus Christ. 
Christ the chief Messenger; are His subordinate col- 
laborators, through whom continues His proclamation. 
participate Christ’s own mission: the Father has sent me, 
also send you,” (Jn. 20:22). fulfill this mission well, 
become fitting instruments the divine Messenger, must 
cultivate the specific virtues herald, virtues which shone 
forth splendidly Him, the ideal and principal Herald 
the Father. Here let emphasize the following three “kerygmatic” 
virtues: fidelity, unselfishness, engaging manners. 


Fidelity 


Fidelity seems the most important and the most charac- 
teristic virtue herald. the herald sent others 
proclaim message, his fidelity stimulates him fulfill his 
commission well possible, proclaim his message diligently, 
exactly, effectively. How much the Gospels stress the absolute 
fidelity our Lord toward the heavenly Father who sent Him. 
The Gospels show Him completely absorbed the commission 
the Father had entrusted Him. How emphatically our Lord 
Himself lays claim fidelity the characteristic point His 
teaching: “The things that heard from him [the Father], 
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even the Father has taught me, speak these things 
has not left alone, because always the things that are 
pleasing him” (Jn. 8:26-30). the very end His public 
teaching, summarizes the unswerving fidelity which was the 
guiding principle all His teaching: “He who believes me, 
believes not but him who sent me. For have 
not spoken own authority, but who sent me, the 
Father, has given commandment what should say, and 
what should declare. And know that his commandment 
everlasting life. The things, therefore, that speak speak 
the Father has bidden me” (Jn. The fidelity 
which our Lord emphasizes here not the nervous fidelity 
frightened servant, but the generous, joyful fidelity 
loving son. 

Kerygmatic fidelity, then, demands that our teaching convey 
fully possible the divine message. are not the masters 
our message; are not permitted select the material 
according our personal likes and devotion; are not 
permitted adulterate the word God with our own ideas 
and doctrines. imperative that show clearly 
possible the wonderful internal unity message; 
must bring out impressively possible its essentials, focusing 
attention the doctrines which are the very core the divine 
message. 

Certainly such kerygmatic fidelity requires thorough, special- 
ized (kerygmatic) study the message are proclaim. 
That the particular aim the so-called kerygmatic theology. 
This not, unfortunately some people misunderstand it, 
new and separate branch theology studied addition 
the usual branches. rather special approach theology 
with the purpose conveying fuller and deeper under- 
standing revealed truth, that is, the message are sent 
proclaim. stresses, therefore, the doctrines which form 
the substance Christian revelation and Christian preaching; 
points out the internal unity the particular doctrines which 
together form one great unity, the central theme Christianity: 
the Mystery Moreover, the kerygmatic approach 
stresses the special viewpoint from which must present par- 
ticular doctrines order get the proper religious appreciation 
and the full fruit them for Christian living. 

highly encouraging that the United States recent 
years thousands Sister catechists are getting special theologi- 
cal formation that they may have thorough, penetrating 
understanding the Christian message they proclaim. And 
evident that there can only one suitable approach for 
these theological courses for the Sisters: the kerygmatic ap- 
proach. Leading catechetical experts today declare that 
thorough kerygmatic renewal now one the most pressing 
needs the catechetical apostolate, and the only solution 
the problem better kerygmatic training the teachers 
hence the demand for more use the kerygmatic approach 
the formation future heralds Christ every seminary 
and convent. This training must begin early possible. 
Many our Sisters’ novitiates now give course theology. 
What other means could more effective instilling the 
apostolic spirit! How deeply can influence and form the 
spiritual life these happy provided that the whole 
theological course plainly directed deeper religious under- 
standing and living the doctrine proclaimed! Blessed 
the Sisters who get such kerygmatic formation from the very 
beginning their religious life. 

Even more important the formation future heralds 


development this central theme, see the author’s article the 
CatHotic ScHoot JourNat for January, 1956. 
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Christ their own private effort get the right religious 
understanding our message through their own prayer and 
meditation. Hence the future herald must helped and en- 
couraged, from the very beginning his training, meditate 
the message proclaim. One the greatest advantages 
the kerygmatic approach that makes Christian doctrine 
prayable, and thereby inspires enthusiasm for the divine message. 
Heralds who make this divine message the subject their 
prayer and meditation will speak from the abundance their 
hearts. 

Kerygmatic fidelity, understood this full sense, will itself 
lead unselfishness and engaging other virtues 
which can treated briefly. 


Unselfishness 


Unselfishness only the negative aspect fidelity. The 
perfect accomplishment the commission entrusted de- 
mands that have time and interest for ourselves. 
the contrary, proportion the degree seek ourselves and 
our own glory and comfort, necessarily become less capable 


the service God. Although this principle clear 


all, extremely difficult practice. While our vocation 
does not call for artificial and strange mortifications, demands 
much more—that keep ourselves continuously dead and 
silent regards our own interests order completely 
free and alive for our Lord. St. Paul’s die daily” Cor.

Engaging Manners

have this wonderful message, not broadcast the 
winds, but proclaim living men flesh and blood 
order win them for God—to get them live Christian 
life dedicated God. The only adequate response our message 
life, new life Christ, according the classical formula 
St. Paul: “Christ you” (Col. 1:27). heralds Christ 
proclaim His message the people our time, that 
our words like those Christ, “are spirit and life” (Jn. 6:65).? 

win others engaging manners our Lord Himself did. 
Him: “the goodness and kindness God our Savior ap- 
peared” (Titus. 3:4) and won us. These engaging manners 
Christ Himself and His messengers are not mere psychological 
tricks, but reflections Christ’s innermost attitude Saviour 
toward mankind the only adequate attitude the herald whose 
message the joyful tidings our salvation. Engaging manners 
are part the winning personality the teachers and 
attractive method teaching. But, carefully noted, 
winning personality designed attract our pupils not 
ourselves but the Lord; attractive methods are employed 
not amuse students, but help them deeper and fuller 
religious understanding our message—to Christian living. 
The consciousness our sublime vocation will make eager 
acquire both winning personality and attractive method, 
“for the love Christ impels us” (2. Cor. 5:14).

The Great Books Foundation an- 
nounces new program “Great Issues 
Education.” Unfortunately the same

Parents 
will help educators solve the problem. 
The president the Foundation said 
the “new program deals with the aims 
education rather than questions 
the need for more teachers, more 
schools, and more money build those 
schools, important though these con- 
necessary, even essential element 
introduce into the discussion edu- 
more money and more aid. However, 
seems more likely add the 
“confusion worse confounded” the 
contemporary scene than clarify it. 


THE NUMBER RUSSIAN TECHNICIANS

imply debate “between different and 
differing philosophies education” and 
“the dialectic established their dis- 
course with each other constitutes the 
heart the program.” must kept 
mind that the new program con- 
cerned with aims, not the subordinate 
issues more teachers, more class- 
rooms, and the like.

The first issue the one raised 
Vice-President Nixon the White 
House Conference: the growing and 
greater number Russian technicians. 
This raises the question whether 
should have more technicians. And the 
answer Bernard Iddings Bell 
“No.” This absurdity itself. Bell 
was not dealing with the question all, 
and his argument favor general 
and liberal education not answer 
the issue. What Bell says The 
Crises Education that the edu- 
cation man, his education man 
more important than his education 
workman technician. Incidentally 
his The Crises Education (not 
selections but complete) would 
more profitable use the ten meetings 
the program than the proposal itself 
made is, strange hodge-podge 
selections. 


CITIZENSHIP AND INDOCTRINATION 


The second issue Citizenship. 
professor state teacher’s college 
says that the “overarching objective 
indoctrinate for democracy.” What- 
ever that means, Aristotle, 2210 years 
ago, presumably said the same thing: 


“The citizen should molded suit 
the form government under which 
lives.” But Bertrand Russell says 
that children have rights, and the po- 
litical use education violation 
these rights. The real issue here 
not Citizenship but indoctrination.

Larger Classes Favored 


The general trend research the best 
number pupils have one classroom 
does not support the idea that small classes 
are preferable large ones. This statement 
was made Msgr. Cornelius Sher- 
lock, former superintendent schools for 
the Archdiocese Boston and member 
the Massachusetts board education, 
recent interview. Msgr. Sherlock said one 
the most widely heard arguments against 
large classes the harmful effect the 
teacher. “But the trend available studies 
indicates that class size has relationship 
the teacher’s health attitudes,” said. 
“Seven investigators found that the large 
class demands more alertness and application 
from the teacher, while four others found 
difference. Ten experimenters reported that 
teachers found large classes more stimulating 
and eight commented that teachers who were 
willing try handling large classes readily 
developed facility.” 

Msgr. Sherlock drew this information from 
the Encyclopedia Educational Research 
which reports studies this subject 
which only 4.1 per cent decidedly favor 
small classes (30 fewer pupils). Four times 
many the studies, 16.4 per cent, are 
notably favor large classes, while the 
remainder find little significant differ- 
ence resulting from different sized classes. 


School Life Too Complex 


The complexity school life and too 
many social pressures are contributing the 
mental breakdown many young people, 
survey conducted among teachers various 
Catholic schools the Dubuque archdiocese 
has disclosed. The Witness, archdiocesan news- 
paper conducted interviews with teachers who 
reported various causes for mental tension 
among students. One teacher asserted that 
schools can exaggerate the emotional feelings 
students. She cited the overstress ath- 
letics deploring the frenzied antics some 
cheerleaders demands made students 
enter contests, and the hidden hurt feelings 
those who nature can’t excell 
extracurricular activities, can’t even par- 


ticipate them because the need work 
help themselves through school. 

Another teacher thought 
harm students suppressing originality. “The 
need for conformity school too often 
stifles individuality,” she said. “And then you 
come with child who frustrated.” 


Calculating Machine Aids

Thus ended, early May, the first in- 
tramural one-act play festival Dominican 
High School Detroit, Mich.

Both seniors and juniors were made 
realize the trust that would placed 
them, and both groups rose the 
occasion. Proud opportunity show 
their maturity, the seniors worked steadily 
the task they had set themselves. During 
the director’s brief absences, the juniors, 
glad display their own initiative, con- 
tinued their practice for spring program. 

was agreed that three one-act plays, 
varying types, would best fit the needs 
the group. student director was ap- 
pointed for each play, care being taken 
that this student one who could main- 
tain discipline well direct dramatic 
activities. 

The festival was now strictly student 
production. The seniors divided themselves 
into three groups. Advice could sought 
from the coach, but all decisions, for 
better worse, were made the student 
directors. example “worse” de- 
cision, seemingly, was the selection one 
group George Milton Savage’s modern 
farce, Little Prison. 

During the rehearsal this play seemed 
likely develop into empty experience 
for actors and audience alike, but 
advice could deflect the director her 
group from their first choice. After the

plays had been presented, the Little Prison 
group decided that theme greater 
dignity would have been more enriching 
from cultural and aesthetic standpoint.

Students’ Responsibility 

When copies the plays arrived, each 
group studied the drama its choice and 
chose from among themselves girls fill 
the roles. Since Dominican 
school, care had taken that mascu- 
line parts were given those who could 
handle them convincing manner. 

The student director began blocking 
her play, then drew the lighting plot. 
She checked all background work: authen- 
ticity costumes, use dialect, and need 
for certain stage properties. was the 
student director who supervised the making 
costumes, lighting techniques, make-up, 
and sound effects. 

About two weeks before the plays were 
presented, members the junior 
verse choir opened publicity campaign. 
Posters, announcements, and personal 
contact with other up- 
perclassmen were the means used. Jun- 
iors sold tickets all home rooms and 
the door. 

the afternoons when the plays were 
presented, billboards and ticket offices 
were set each auditorium entrance. 
Faculty members attending were given 
ballots which vote for the best play 
the trio. Ballots which name her 
choice for the best actress each play 
were received every girl present. Most 
students, incidentally, who attended the 
first play were also present for the next

The Results 


During the performance, the dramatics 
teacher sat the audience, occasionally 
unhappy students’ interpretation 
particular scene, but more often gratified 
their ability meet situation. 

The “Oscars” for the best actresses aid 
the outstanding student director were 
carved from plywood and painted gold 
members the art department, 
congratulatory gesture the players. 
special award ceremony, before the entire 
verse choir gathered the auditorium, 
these awards were presented. 

Most significant among the festival’s con- 
tributions was its stimulation the par- 
ticipants greater interest drama. 
the thirty seniors who presented the plays, 
five girls entered college the fall 
major drama, with the intention 
teaching this field themselves. 

The festival led, too, greater ap- 
preciation drama among those who 
actually saw the plays. Student reaction 
the different types drama presented 
was much more intelligent than had been 
expected. Perhaps the facts that the junior 
group had been “indoctrinated” the 
players themselves and that both juniors 
and seniors had passed much this in- 
formation their friends before the 
performances, were the main reasons for 
the student response. Also, through such 
informal discussions, the student body 
whole learned little more about the 
theater. 

Finally, the festival did much weld 
together the junior and senior verse choirs. 
Seniors had had depend juniors’ 
ingenuity handling publicity and ticket 
sales.

Ours was the common problem too 
many poor readers our classes. The 
problem was clear; the solution, not 
clear. learn doing. Perhaps 
children could learn read reading. 
Stimulating interest reading might 
help solve the problem. was worth 
the try. 

empty classroom offered chance 
for school library. Shelves 
out from the blackboard space with the 
lowest shelves resting the blackboard 
ledge. The shelves were painted dove gray 
with Chinese red edges. Two long, some- 
what scarred tables were transformed 
coat black enamel while Chinese red 
linoleum covering dressed the table 
tops. This red and black combination 
matched the floor covering.

Decline Penmanship 

Our veteran teachers were distressed. 
our progress, had fallen from the 
hard-earned pedestal good penmanship 
which Catholic schools had long oc- 
cupied.

The 
same force that has stifled much 
creativity thought our pupils, the 
demand that the impossible accom- 
plished immediately, and that with triple 
supply minds train, must assign 
triple amount quiet work facilitate 
instruction. 

Pressure came upon almost years 
ago, when the soul our country was 
filled with fear what the great depres- 
sion was doing its citizens. This was 
the source widespread insecurity that 
came school every morning the hearts 
the children and affected their learning.

Our Solution 


Here the story how attacked 
our problem, what are doing now, and 
what hope the year progresses. 

Last January, with snow the ground 
and illegibility rampant the schools, the 
only plausible and immediate action was 
letter direction all teachers indicat- 
ing the seriousness our problem. 
solicited their wholehearted co-operation 
regard these five cardinal points: 

Blackboards must lined for all 
teaching and practicing penmanship.

Thus the inception our program for 
better penmanship was quiet, humble 
one, yet because are working with 
dedicated teachers, this gentle call arms 
was all that was needed enlist each 
teacher and inform her that she was 
aided and abetted all the other 
the diocese this drive for 
writing. Enthusiasm began 
slowly but steadily and interested 
came from all corners the field. 
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What system writing best? What 
workbooks would you suggest? Where can 
get good manual for teaching penman- 
ship? What type paper should use?

Our permanert curriculum committee 
was not caught napping; dutifully, 
examined and re-examined the wide range 
writing books now the market.

During this period, the child 
must: (1) correct one bad habit, e.g., not 
shining his shoes, keeping untidy desk, 
talking out class; (2) must perform 
good deed daily for the Captain, the Boy 
Saviour, e.g., opening the door for class- 
mate, controlling one’s temper, doing 
errand willingly; (or she) will write the 
good deed slip paper, and put 
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the good deed box front the Boy 
Saviour bulletin board every morning; (3) 
each candidate must attend meetings and 
receive Holy Communion the days ap- 
pointed. 

Children wishing become cadets 
should hand their names the teacher, 
who will pin them the Boy Saviour 
bulletin board. These “cadets proba- 
tion” will recite the pledge allegiance 
each morning after prayers:

The decade, January, 1941, December, 
1950, was selected somewhat arbitrarily. 
All the titles referring the teaching 
religion the elementary grades were en- 
tered index cards with complete nota- 
tion the author, length article, date 
publication, and summary content. 
Editorials, discussions, inspirational ad- 
dresses, practical suggestions, and pedagog- 
ical devices were included under the head- 
ing “article.” 

The analysis the contents one 
Catholic professional magazine over ten 
year period might reasonably considered 
fair index the interest shown the 
teaching religion the elementary 
school both from the point view the 
consumer and producer professional 
writing. Since Catholic educators 
profess make the teaching religion 
the core our elementary school curric- 
ulum our interest this objective could 
gauged the amount and variety 
material written the subject one 
magazine. 

total 231 articles religion the 
elementary school was compiled from the 
ten year period.

Parochial Schools Retain 
Tax Exemption 


California law that exempts parochial 
schools from property taxation has been up- 
held the Supreme Court. Decem- 
ber the court dismissed “for want 
substantial federal question” suit challenging 
the unconstitutionality the law. The law 
which has been effect since 1951 grants com- 
plete immunity from property taxation 
“nonpublic, undercollegiate, sectarian schools” 
operated religious and other private groups. 
Paul Heisel, Oakland, Calif., taxpayer, 
challenged the law calling “tax exemption 
subsidy” that “overwhelmingly benefits the 
nonpublic schools one sect particular 
the Roman Catholic Church.”

ruling that the law was unconstitutional. 
That ruling was reversed, however, the 
Supreme Court California and the subse- 
quent action the Supreme Court left 
standing the findings California’s highest 
bench.
